Vygoda Raion Situation Report 
for ths Period 1-31 Deccmber 199 


1 December: A group of twelve Chekists under the command of MGB Capt. 


Igoroy searched the Osi woods above the village of Mizun Stary. 


Bight Chekists under the command of Capt. Kovalov set an anbush in the 
Nyagra woods above the village of Nyagrin, In the evening thay patrolled 
the village ad continued 411 through the night. 


2 December: ‘Three militiamen under the command of Kucher arrived at “en 
o'clock in the village of Llemnya, Hezhnitivski Raion, They interviewed 
Pee, the farmer's wife who wes arrested on 22 November and. released after 
four days, The militiamen told her that, thanks to their efforts, she had 
been released from prison and asked her for 600 krb. or they would arrest 
her again. She gave them the 600 krt. andthey left her. Four Bolsheviks 
under the command of militiaman Cherevik arrived at nine o'clock in the 
village of Novoshin. They arrested farmers f+-« and Ke-= and took then to 
the MVD in the tow of Vygoda /Vyhods/. After interrogation they were 
released on the second day. : : 


A group of seven Chekists unde> the commmd of MGB Capt, Kovalovy found 
gome papers near the hiding plece which the Bolsheviks discovered on 26 
Noverber 1949, They took these and studied them in the vottage of hyk).aylo

arrived at six o'clook in the villaze of Veldish, ‘They carried out a

Seven Chrkists under tho commd ef MGB Capt. Igorov laid an ambush in 
the daytime in the fields at Beregi behind the village of Pshénichnik. 


A group of Chekists, consisting of seven people under the commad of MOB 
Captain Kulakov, arrived at 1900 hours at the village of Misun Stary, 
Thay patrolled the village until 21,00 hours and then spent the night in the 
house of the schoolmuistresses from the 5UZ, 2 ; 


December: A group of fifteen Chekiste arrived at one ofclock in the 
2 of Maksinivia, They went to the farm of Vasil Semkiv, mn of Yuri, 
there they stayed the night. In the morning they searched houses in the 
viliags. They tore up floors ad thatched roofs and mowed bay ad straw, 
Twoethirds of the village was searched. Towards evening the Chekists ieft 
for the Hoshcha woods, = - 


A group of 25 Chekists under the command of MGB agent Kozlov arrived at six 
o'clock in the village of Tlemya, Rozhnitivski Raion, They made a most | 
thorough search of the farms of Ivan Mikitin and Ivan Proteiv, The farmer's 
wife Marla Melevich, daughter of Ivan, was interrogated and af 
released. During the search the Chekists stole chickens, butter, cheese, 
eggs, arid other provisions, Afterwards Koxlov and his soldiers want te the 
church, where a service was being held.end drove the people out, They used 
sticks and the butt~ends of rifles to clear the church and they did not 
Spare old people or children. They spent the night in the school building 
and ‘in the morning went to the village of lugi. © cen 

A group of fourteen unidentified Chelcists arrived at seven otlock in the Wilag 
of Veldizh, They divided into two groups, cne pf which want to Rostoki 
Street and the other to the upper part of the village. During the day they 
searched buildings but found nothing, In the evening a car cam and took 
them to the raion center of Vygoda. . a 


5 December: Two militiamen, Vasilkiv and Nosov, arrived on a requisitioned 
cart in te of Nyagrin. Passing through the village, they ordered 
the peasants to bring a bundle of hay each for the horses to the village 
council, As the peasants. had already delivered their quote of hay, not ons 
obsyed the order, The militiamen than went to the farm of kysiiylo Xostin, 
Lr at home, and took away a whole cart of: hay to the village of

6 December: Seven Chekists under the command of MGB agent. Kulakov searched 
the woods at. Pomiric above the village of Kalna, Bolekhov Raion, 


Decembers A group of nine Chekists under the commend of MGB Capt. Igeroy 
Searched Sherkovets woods, above the villace of Migun Stary. 


Twenty-six Chekists under the comuand of MOB Captein Alekseyev and Senior 
Lt. Chudov searched the Lisa woods above the village of Psheanichnik, In 
the evening they came down to the vill ize and went from ene cottage to 
another, After the search they spent the night in the village. Chudov 
Stayed at the farm of Ivan Kalmuk and Alekseyev with Maria Kerpichmi shin»

Eleven young men from the village of Dlemya, Roghnitivski Raion, were 
ordered to report at the Voyenkeast in the raion centere. They were eli of 
the 1930 class and they were registered and destined to be sent to the FZN. 
When they: saw that they would not be allowad to go home, some of them 


escaped, Three were left behind and were kept by the Bolehevike in the 


9 December: A group of Chekists under the command of MOB Capt. Alekesyev 
Seetved St 2200 hours in the village of Wovoshin. ‘They searched the farm of — 
‘Ivan Palcher and afterwards patrolled the village. They then left for Vygodac 


Four militiamen under the command of Kucher arrived at ten ofclock in the 
village of Tlemya, Roshnitivski Faion. They arrested Meee and took her to the 
MGB in the raion center of Rezhnitiv, After a fortnigiit she was released. 


40 December: ‘Thirty Chokiste under the command of MGB Capt. Kovalov searched 
Wis Pohart woods-above the village of Nyagrin. ‘In the evening they came 
down to the village and arrested T---, whom they took te Vygodae _ 


Bight Chekists under the commend of MGB Capt, Alekseyav searched the woods 
below Lisa mountain above the village of Novoshin. In the evening they came 
down to the village and searched individual farms.

At night they laid an aabush near the cottage of Vasil 
Budinkevich and the following morning they left for the Osi woods. 


A group of nine Chekists under the command of MGB Senior Lt, Chudoy searched 
the Lisa woods above the village of Pshenichnik. 

1S December: A group of nine Chakists cané down at 2000 hours from the Lisa 
Woods to the village of Novoshin, ‘They patrolled the village and searched 
the farm of Anton Sadovaki. Later they searched the houses near the rond 
but found nothing. Je 


The Second Secretary of the Party, Leshukov, and three soldiers arrived at. 
ten o'clock in the village of Kropyyk. They ordered the head of tha 
‘willage council to call all the young people to ameeting. He replied that 
they were not at home but busy in the forest. The Bolsheviks then departed 
to the town of Vygoda. ane tae 


Eight Chekists under the comnmd of an unidentified sergeant searched’ the 


Nyagra woods, They stepped the forest workers, checked their documents, and ' 
asked them about the Banderovtsi. 
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16 December: A group of seven Chekists under the commmd of MGB Captain 
Tisteeyee Errived at 1600 hours in the village of P o They 
searched the farm of Petr Sashchin, Later they patrolled the village and 
in the evening laid en ambush in the fielis of Vilahinikuvati, 


x. December: 4A group of Chekists laid e2 anbush at night in the ditch 

ong ala road through the villag: of Nevoshin. In the morning they 
went in the direction of Lisa mountain, ‘here they watched the roads, bridges, 
and lanes the whole day. i 


18 December: Seven Chekists under the comand of MOB Captain Kulakov laid 
wm amoush In the Makohinkse woods above ths village of Kaine, Bolekhov Raion. 


‘Five Chekists, among them militiaman Kucher, errived at the village of 
Ilemnya, Rozhnitiveki Raion. They went lo the farm of New, where a certain 
Bees, who had been threatened with dapcrtation to Siberia, was hiding, when 
she saw the Bolsheviks she tried to esczse but was followed and. caught by 
Kucher, who wanted to take her to the Mii}. She gave him 200 kb, and he let 
her geo. oe : 


19 December: ‘The head of the FINO, Moskovehenko, and two militiamen arrived 
Gar at nine o'clock in the ‘village of Kalna, Bolekhov Raion. ‘They went — 
to the school to see 1£ it was open. It was a religious holiday (the feast 
of St. Nikolas) and the chiJfren did not turn up at school and the teacher 
was by herself in the offices. Moskovchenko went into the office and 
interviewed the local schovimistress, Stefania Milnikovich, from the village 
of Vytvytda who, like eveyone else, ws wearing her best clothes, 
Moskevchenke reproached bur for attending church services end for not naling 
any effort to influence che children te attend school during church feasts 
and finally he dismissei her from hor job. After three wacks she was 
reinstated, Poa Sy 


20 December: Three Jolsheviks under the command of Savchenko arrived, at ten 
Stefock If the vill.ge of Kalina, Bolekhov Raion. They went to thé village 

council and sent fre the following people through the duty clerk: Vasil Dyak,. 
Ivan Deniliv, anc [lko Kosiyuk, In their presence Savchenko began to writa - 

@ complaint again«t them for not having any chimneys in their cottages { sic ). . 
Each of the farma’3 gave Savchenko a liter of whiskey end he tore up the 
complaint and seat them houeo ae 


Five Chekists unr the cormand of MGB Capt. Politayev arrived at two o'slock 
in the village of Tlemya, Rozhnitivski. Raion, They went to see the priast, 
who entertained chem well.cnd gave them food and drink, Shortly afterwards 
two of the peop.e who took part in the church services cane. to see the pricst: 
they were F g son of 3 and M -» Bon of -¢ When 
they saw the Jolsheviks they brought some whiskey with the intention of making 
the Chekistg drunk and saving the priest from arrest, but this did ne% work. 
The Chekist:, having finished eating and drinking, ordered the priest to 

come with “hem and took him to the church where they took away all the books 
and entriy8 and locked up the church, ‘they took the priest, Roman Litwin 


(who has a wife and eight children), and the two assistants, F and 
4 » to the raion cnter of Rozhnitiv. The next day they released 
F _ and M pnd took the priest to the MGB in Stanislav. 


21 Deasmbers A group of seven Cheliste under the command of HGB Seniar 
Yi. Thudov arrived at 1900 hours in the village of Mizum Stary. At night 
they laid an smbush among the houses in the center of the village and ths 
follewing day they searched the Sherkovets woods, 
Tonty-five Chelists searched the Liss woods above the village of Mimm Stary. 
22 December: /. group of seven Chelists under the command of NCB Capt, Kulakov 
arrived at 2000 hours in the villag> of Kalna, Bolekhov Raion. At night they 
patzolled ths village and the next cay they searched the Solotvina woods, 
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Four Bolshevik with a mobile cinema arrived in the village of Tlemya, 
Rozhnitivekt Raion. They showed a picturecalled Life In the Kolkhoz, 
» The audience consisted of twenty-five people. ° 


23 December: A group of about fifty Chekists arrived at night in the village cf 
Novethin, ‘They laid an ambush in the cottages of people who had been deported to 
Siberia. In the morning they went towards Lisa mountain, 


Seven Chekiste under’ the command of Senior Lt. Chudov made a search of the 
Zasvir woods during the dao 


Two Bolsheviks from the Narkomzug, Kolbasin ond Revenko, arrived at nine 
ofelock in the village of Pshenichnik. They went into all the stables looking 
for unregistered cattle. They wont te the fam of Mykhaylo Kusiv and found @ 
pig thich had not beer registered. They begsn to write a protocol and the 
farmer gave them a half a liter of whiskey. They accepted this and tore up — 
the protocol, Fron there they went to some other stables and,when they were 
the empty cottage of Myxnasic Mitich (who had been deported to 
Siberia), several shots were fired at them by members «ithe underground, The 
Bolshevike, who were drunk, ran towards the cottage, one of them firing 
from his pistol while the others threw 4 geenade into. ths cottage. The 
underground members fired more shote and the Bolshevike fled.. 


2h Decembere A group of seven Chekisis under the command of MGB Captain 
Panes: = Grrived in the village of Ilemnya, Rorhnitiveki Raion. They went 
to the local graveedigger, Dmitr Trisch, ani took him tothe cemetery to the 
place where the late Peou was buried and ordered him to dig up the body. at 
first he refused, but was forced to do so under a hail of kicks and blows 
from the Chekists, They took out the body and sent for Paww's Wie, Mowery 
to identify it. They algo brought eight different paople and. asked then to 
identify the body. Of course they maintained they did not know it. The 
Bolsheviks maltreated them and sent. them homes. They demolished and burned 
down the house and took the body to the raion center of Rozhnitiv, 


Five Chekiste under the command of MiB Captain Igorov leid an ambusn in the 
Osi woods above the village of Misun Stary. ; 

25 December: A group of seven Chekists under the command of Cherneyey md 
Save arrivedat 2000. hours in the village of Kalna, Bolekhov Ral on, and 
went around the village eavesdropping, They went into the cottage of D-—- 

- where a certain Bee-, wife of the late Zo0s, was hiding. They caught her 
ad took her to the house of her father ,B=—,and told her to stay with he 
fathers Later, they laid an ambush beyond the village in a place called 
Putaie ae ; ° 


Seven Chekists under the command of an unidentified lieutenant laid en 
ambush in the Nyagra wooda above tne village of Nyagrin, near the Kepanka 
Toad. . is : : yee ‘ ; . 


A group of seven Chekists under the command of MCB Senior Lt, Chudov arrived 
at 2000 hours in the village of Kropyynyk, At night they laid an ambush 
near the village council and the school. et ye 


26 December: A group of eight Chekists under the command of MGB Senior Lto - 
Thing arrived at 8 o'clock in the village of Pshenichnik, among them was 
Makarenko from the Narkomszag. They interrogated a woman called Sea= and 
asked her who, on 23 December, had fired at Makarenko from the cottage of 
Mykhaylo Fitich. She replied that she imew nothing of ite Chudoy said that 
the Banderovtsi had attempted to kil. Hakarenko, hoping in this way te avoid 
delivering their quotas, but they were wrong. Even if a hundred such 
Makarenkos perished the Soviet Goverment would still insist on the quotas 
being delivered, After interrogation, they released the woman and left 

for the town of Vygodao . oa 
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27 December: A group of seven Chekists under the command of MGB Senior 
ft. thudoy arrived at 2100 hours in the village of Novoshin. They . ; 
searched the farm of Maria Hrafincts's Gaughter of Dmitro Yyring the night 
they laid an ambush in a place eolled Zaverkh. — ? 


BB December: A group of five Chekiets under the comand of MCB Lt. Bulakovski 
ved at 2200 hours in the.village of Lolin. At night they laid an 

ambush near the house of MykhayloTisyak. The next morning they laid an 
ambush in the Kreminnya woods, : 


A group of. seven Chekists under the command of KGB Captain Igorov arrived at 

‘ eight o ‘clock in the village of Kropywnyk. They searched the following farms: 
‘Olena Hrushanik, Anna Yusip, Yavdokhya Volovach, Paraska Volovach, and 

Vasil Shlomak, but did ‘not find anything. | < ; 


A group of seven Chekists under the command of an imidentified lieutenant 
arrived at 2300 hours in the village of Novoshin. it night they eavesdropped 
in the village and towards morning searched the cottage of MariaHrafinets » 
The next day they laid an anbush in aplace called Kotilevinai, — 


99 December: A group of. geven Chekists under the command of MOB Captain 
Kopi ov searched the Hicha woods above the villag® of Kropyynyk. 


Eleven Chakiste under the coomand of MGB Senior It. Chudow searched the Lisa 
woods during the day, At 1900 hours they returned to the village of 

-Pshenichnik and saw a woman c:.iled Peruska Hrughailk on vhe road, They 
called te her to stop; when she saw who they wera, she figd, but they ceught 
her and beat her severely. Afterwards, they. triad to enter the cottage of. 
Olenya Vashni,who vas out,and broke 311 the windows, 


30 December: A group of nine Chekists under the command of MGS “aptain — 

Tgorev arrived at 1900 hours in the village of Mizun Stary. At oizht they 
laid.an ambush near the bridge over the Mizunka River, betwen the village 
of Migun Stary and Pshenichnik, and during the day searched the OS1 tods, 


A group of eleven Chekists under the command of MGB Captain Alekseyev arvived 
at 1700 hours in the village of Pshenichnik, They searched houses and arrested 
Meee and Sees, At night they laid an ambush beyorid the village in the fields - 
of Vilshinikuvati. : ae . 

During the period reported on,in Vygcda Raion the Bolsheviks laid 16 an bushes, 
made 21 searches in the woods, six searches of individudl buiidings, six 
collective searches, arrested seven people, released five, interrogated two, 
and beat up eleven, They made three raids on streets and in each case about 


25030 people wore involved.
